bare deep, from the Domiaiou, baving 
nothing i in common except language and 
natidnality, our people are not familiar 


with, party principles, nor with party | 


leaders, nor party organizations in the 
Eastern Provinces. It becomes as, con- 
sequently, as a future self-governing 
member of the British American family, 
to collect. out facts as soon as possible, 
so as the more readily to form our 


_ Opinion, ‘and make our election of a 


party. If oor Canadian brethren were 
like our American Cousins, we could 
soon ley before oar readers the creed of 
the different political parties that divide 
Provincial endl Dominional politica. Bat 
the miserable state of political isolation 
in which the Provinces have been reared ; 
and, to some extent, their unpractical 
and unsystematic way of organizing a 
party,—making it consist of the followers 
of one or more prominent men, rather 
than a part of the whole people, who 
hold political opinions in common, which 
have been settled by a peopie’s Conven- 
tion—render it difficult for a community 
as remote as we are to determine the 
real state and divisions of political par- 
ties in Canada., In years long gone by, | 


the Provinees were divided into two | 
great parties: One, representing irre- | 


sponsible office-bolders, and their allies, 
governed from Downing Street; the 
othet, comprised all those who desired 
Responsible Government and the removal 
of certain gtievances. Porty was very 
clearly defined in those days. Bat, since 
the Family Compacts aod Irresponsibles 
were delosted, since the Liberals gaived 
Responsible Government and power, 
party orgazization has been continued; 
but the lines of party—where the Con- 
servative ended and the Liberal began 
--seem to grow more and more indistinct, 
till it is questionable sometimes whether 
the Consétvative is not as great, if not 
a greater liberal, than the Liberals, If 
we overlook! what is merely provincia) 
or Beetfondl politics, and ask what are the 
distinguishing political principles of ‘the 
partyin power in Ottawa, and of the 
party out of power, we are unable, pos- 
sibly owing to onr remoteness, to get |i 
nearer-to the- trath than by saying that 
the party in, power holds the offices and 
enjoy the honors and the émoloments ; 
and that the Oppdsition wants to get 
possession of the offices, the honors, and 
the emoluments. Confederation broke 
up the old’ provincial ‘parties to a very 
great extent, and out of their fragments 
two new parties | Lave been formed. The ex. 

ts of ‘one party—the Ottawa 
Cabinet —is sometimes called a Co 
alition; bat. it is a misnomer— 
infact it -is really a new party—a very 
fiatural and necessary result of the anion 
of the Provinces. The Opposition is al- 
sO'made up.of the fragments of parties 
belonging to each of the Provinces. Their 

ilation with the Goversment party 
was impossible ; im fact it is undesirable. 
Now, the ‘Goterament party and the Op- 
position represent jointly one—hund- 
red and eighty-one members,—of whom 
19 are from Nova Scotia, 15 from New 
Branswick, sixty-five from Quebec, and 
eighty-two from Ontario. Now as we 
bave no Canadian Hansard at hand, wo 
will quote the Toronto Globe's recent 
summary of some of the test divisions in 
the House of Commons to show the 
numbers end relations of the two par- 
ties. The first test motion was Mr. 
Biake’s resolation opposing the amend- 
ment of the terms of Confederation in 
favor of Nova Scotia, and the vote stood 
as follows: — 

“For the motion—Ontario, 36 ; 
15; New Branswick, oe sae 


Rootia, 1; total, 60 Opposition. Against- 


Quebec, 42; ‘Ontario, 26; Nova Scotia, 
15; New Brunswick, 6; total, 87 Gov- 
ernment Party?” 

eit? next vote was on Mr. Holton’s 


From these divisions it is apparent 
that all the members of the Commons did 
not vote; but assdming that the whole 
Opposition force were present and voted 
except on the last division noted, the two 

would stand es follows: On 
Blake’s motion—Opposition 60 ; Gov- 
ernment party vote 87; absent 34, tota! 
for Goverament 121; majority, 61. On 
Holton’s motioe—Opposition 68 ; Gov- 
ernment party voted 16; absent 47 ; 
majority 45. On McKenzie’s motion— 
Opposition 67; Government party vote 
92; absent 32; majority 47. It may 
not be strictly correct that all the abseat 
members in these divisions were Govern- 
ment supporters. On each division it 
is possible that some on both sides | 
were absent. Yet on the last vote, 
which was admittedly a vote of want of 
confidence, it is natural to suppose that 
the whole streagth of the Opposition 
were present ; and in that case, the Gov- 
ernment majority was 47. From this 
analysis of the votes of three recent party 
divisions in the Commons, our readers 
may be able to form a tolerably correct 
notion of the strength of each party. It 
is possible that the Opposition may gain 
in numbers in Ontario and New Brune- 
wick at the next election. Bat there is 
also a possibility that the gigantic pub- 
lic works on hand or projected—oar rail- 
way, for instance—may give the Govern- 
ment additional strength. In Nova 
Scotia the Opposition will be less at the 
next election. What side the Manito- 
bans and British Colembians will take, 
remains to be determined. At any rate

‘Republican Simplicity. 

“The same nepotism,’ says a New 
York journal, “which brought infamy 
upon the Emperor Napoleon is also the 
eurse and plague at Washington.” The 
family relations of Mr. President Grant 
have not the distinctive title of ‘‘princes,’ 
as the family of the Bonspartes have, bot 
they have equal privileges of living at the 
pablic cost. The P t accepts pre 
sents right and left, costly or insiguificant 
nothing is refased, from a costly diamond 
down to a pair of drivinggloves, or a bon- 
net for Mrs. President and in retorn the 
General gives offices to his benefactors 
The effect of this is the wholesale demor- 
alisation of the country. The levees at 
the White House are marked by pomp,

The Court found that the claimants possessed 
the right of property in the land, unde? the 
Mexican grant, when California came into 
the United States. That, as a consequence, 
their claims are valid and should be allowed.

The Halifax Citizen says :—A telegram from 
Sandford Fleming, Esq., to Amberst, on Fri- 
day last, announced that the Provinces of 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick were linked 
together by the railway, Mr. Schrieber hav- 
ing on that morning rune locomotive from 
the New Brunswick Eastern Extension line 
over Missiquash Bridge into Cumberland 
county. It is expected that in four or five 
weeks from to-day, the cars will.run regular- 
ly to Amberst. We understand that the 
railway commissioners, after being over the 
line, report progress on the three Nova Scotia 
sections as being most satisfactory ; and it is 
confidently expected that, with the exception 
of perbaps a small gap of a few miles about 
the Folly Mountain, there will be regular 
communication by railway between Halifax 
and St. Jobn before the close of 1871. On the 
Quebec end of the line, the work is also said

tract, is about completed, and ready to be 
handed over to the commissioners. In two 
years from the present time we shall prob
